Ptttsburg, Pa.. Aug. 23.—With the 


exception of a clubbing administered 
to a physician who loitered longer 
than the state troopers'thought wlee, 
there was no violence of any sort on 
the scene of- last night's 'wild disor- 
ders between 
the strikers 
of the 


Pressed Steel Car company In McKees 
Rocks and troopers. 


By noon today the streets of Mc- 


Kees Rocks were absolutely deserted 
save for a few mounted state troops. 
No business wag belns transacted. 
The railroad depot clerks and opera- 
tors are working under guard. 


While the strike sympathizers were 


not allowed to mobilize it was be- 
lieved thru behind the closed doors of 
their homes they were waiting for trie 
cover of darkness again to resume 
their 'violent disorders of last night. 


Preparing for More Trouble. 


In anticipation .of renewed riotfn?, 


Captain- Marsh, commanding the stain 
constabulary, and Sheriff Gurnbert, of 
Allegheny county, communicated with 
Governor Stuart at Harrisburg today 
regarding the advisability of bring- 
ing either companies of the national 
guard of eastern Pennsylvania or more 
state constabulary from the mining 
districts into McKees Rocks.' 
The 


sheriff • acknowledges the situation as 
extremely tense. 
However, both he 


and the state constabulary officers be- 
lieve they can opntrol the excited for 
eign. strikers if granted a few add! 
tlonal .deputy sheriffs 'and troopers. 


The. .Pressed' Steel Car company of- 


ficially .turned oyer its. plant .to the 
county sheriff at nobn. The sheriff.In 
turn-'has-'-placed the responsibility for 
the protection of" life and -property in 
the hands of Captain William Marsh 
of the state constabulary, who now 
has under him 115 deputies and troop- 
ers. •

though four men's lives hang by a 
thread in 'McKees Rocks hospitals. 


Situation Was Tense. 


. Following one of the most fatal and 
desperate strike riots experienced in 
Pittsburg in'over a score of j'ears, a 
quiet but tense situation prevailed at, 
8 o'clock' this 
morning 
at McKees' 


Rocks, the scene last night of a ter- 
rorizing 'conflict between state, county 
and special police and employes of the 
Pressed Steel Car company. 


Although the riot was twelve hours 


old an accurate list of the casualties 
was - still unobtainable. 
Unofficially, 


however, six -were known to have been 


shot to death and two others believed 
Lo have been killed, but carried away 
in the confusion; a dozen men. both 
strikers and 
police are in hospitals 


badly Injured, some fatally, while nt 
least two score men. -women and chil- 
dren are suffering from bullet wounds 
and injuries inflicted with clubs, and 
stones. 


Much Property Damaged. 


Asidft 
from 
the 
human sacrifice, 


property was damaged to the extent of 
thousands of dollars. Three street cars 
were wrecked, many vehicles smashed, 
the streets'littered with window glass, 
close to a hundred doors of houses 
broken and a half dozen horses shot to 
death. 


Shooting continued 
from 
various 


sections of the strike zone long- after 
the night battle, but did not reach seri- 
ous proportions, and tlie troopers re- 
mained close 
to the plant. Just as 


dawn was breaking, the constabulary, 
mounted and heavily armed, rode-to 
the scene anfi gathered hats, collars, 
coats and other wearing apparel which 
were taken to the 
campany's office. 


Every possible effort will be made to 
locate the 
owners 
of these articles 


with a view of arresting them In con- 
nection with the deaths of the officers. 


Special editions of the newspapers 


having notified all Greater Pittsburg 
of the riot at an early hour today, 
thousands of the curious swarmed Mc- 
Kees Rocks during the morning hours. 


Everyone -within the strike district 


today was stopped by the police and 
thoroughly searched. The possession 
of a revolver caused detention-in the 
box car jails, while 'those carrying 
large sized pen-knives were relieved of 
them and escorted outside the strike 
zone.

Shoot to Kill the Order. 


Orders have been. Issued to the con- 


stabulary, deptuy sheriffs, and special 
police to shoot at the- first-sign of 
trouble. 'The practice of the past sev- 
ral weeks of .firing Into • the air was 
bolished, the order being, "shoot to 
ill."

SATURDAY'S TRAGEDY. 


Indianpolis, Ind., Aug. 23.—Two per- 


sons-were killed and two others per- 
haps fatally. Injured Saturday when 
one of the racing Automobiles at the 
speedway left the track- and plunged 
into1 a crowd gathered near the rail. 
This makes a total of five deaths which 
have resulted from the first meeting 
held on the speedway recently erected 
at a cost of $400,000 and supposed to 
have been safe from accident. 


Both of the persons killed Saturday 


were spectators, 
who 
were mowed 


down when the National machine con- 
testing in the 300 mile event plunged 
off the bank near the south bleachers. 
Charles Merz, driver of the car, es- 
caped serious injury, but his mechani- 
cian, Claude Kellum, was perhaps, fa- 
tally injured.

Thousands 
of strikers began their journey to the 
mound early in the day, but many of

back.

It. was obeyed. Doubtless Fort 


Wayne never experienced a "tighter" 
Sunday. There were no outward signs 
that within the city limits tha order 
•was transgressed. 
There may have 


been some liquor Belling by those 
whose places are favorably situated 
and arranged for doing a sly business, 
but in general and almost if not en- 
tirely the saloons were closed. 


It.Is to be hoped the condition that 


was established Sunday is to be per- 
-manent. I£ it is not made so it will 
be for the reason that the saloon men 
are stronger with the city administra- 
tion than a sense of duty and the man- 
dates of the law. The mayor and all 
the police department are sworn and 
under bond to enforce the law. These 
obligations have been ignored and be- 
trayed with general persistency. Sat- 
urday's order -was made in deference to 
what consideration no one seems to 
know clearly. 
At all events It was 


. effectual not only in giving example ot 
. one pretty decent Sunday In Fort 


Wayne, but as furnishing proof that an 
order given In good faith to the saloon- 
keepers will be respected. If there Is 
any relapse to the flagrant conditions 
that prevailed during the previous 
Sunday ir. will be with the knowledge 
and by the consent of the city author- 
ities. 


For several months the Sunday laws 


were observed by saloonkeepers follow-

FORCE OF WORKMEN 


TO BE INCREASED 


'And Old Time Activity at 


Local Shop Resumed— 


Rail News. 


On» of the most Important deals in 


the way of gas holders and appurte- 
nances of the past two years was 
made last week by the Western Gas 
Construction 
company's representa- 


tives at Boston, Mass. It involves the 
equipment of a plant at East Brain- 
tree which will supply ten towns in 
Plymouth county, Mass., -with gas, and 
the contract is said to be one of the 
"blggeat public servlcu undertakings 
started in Massachusetts for some 
time." In addition to the gas holders 
and machinery, the contract includes 
the laying of about 100 miles of gas 
mains. 
This immense plant, which 


will cost in the neighborhood of $1,- 
000,000, has been under contemplation 
for a number of months and every Im- 
portant construction company in the 
country had been invited to bid upon 
its erection and as a result the West- 
ern Gas Construction company had 
many competitors. 
The specifications 


for the plant called for a gas holder 
of 1,000,000 feet capacity, a relief hold- 
ers of 100,000 feet and duplicate of wa- 
ter gas machines of 1,000,000'feet ca- 
pacity daily.

printed documents are BO valuable, It 
is stated, that It Is absolutely neces- 
sary that the paper upon which they 
are printed should be as nearly inde- 
structable as possible.
